r the shooting took place the prisoner 
and the witness went away together, and the 
pext morning they left for New Westminster 
where the prizoper was arrested.

Mr. Bishop, who defended the prisoner, 
addressed the jury very ably and at some 
length.

The 
Bavarians, who still hold Bayneux, Chevil- 
ley, and Shay, were taken by surprise early 
in the morning, by the Nationals and Mo- 
biles. The Bavarians fought stubbornly, 
and the action lasted til] one p. m., but they 
were completely routed. The French are 
actively throwing up earthworks and con- 
structing rifle-pits in advance of forts Zory 
and Charentoh. A series of encounters oc- 
curred on Sunday on the lines to Rouen. 
The Prussian column moving up the right 
bank of the Seine approached Lapetite-on- 
de-Six. The towh was occupied by the 94th 
regiment, which, on the approach of the 
enemy, crossed the river, blew up the bridge, 
and fell back to Geller. The Prussians 
moved up the- river to Gourrannes, where 
they were again attacked by franc-tireurs, 
and finally retreated in disorder to Aabe- 
Verne. a 

The battle of Bayneux resulted in such 
gevere loss to the Prussians that they asked 
six hours; trace to bury their dead. 

Bismarck's pro fer peace, through 
Burnside, were, an indemnity of eighty mil- 
lions sterling ; Alsace and Lorraine to be 
neutral for ten years and then to decide by 
popular vote their future status ; the Prus- 
siaus to enter Paris and sign peace there. 
The Parisians indignantly refused these 
terms. 

Lisnow, Oct. 18.—One day's later dates 
have been received from Riogenerd. Gen-

Loxvox, Oct. 19.—The report that the 
Prussian Government had advanced money to 
English gun manufacturers, is pronounced 
false, and an invention of the French. 

New York. Oct. 19.—A special from Os- 
tend. says the. following, from a Diplomatic 
Foreign source at Belgium, is an autbentic 
statement of the actual numbers of the Ger- 
man forces available for war in France : The 
entire strength of the German armies now 
in France, including all reinforcements up 
to Oct. 10th, amounts to 650,00 men. Of 
these there were actually fit for duty at that 
date, 525,000 men. These are divided into 
13 Prossian army corps, iociuding a lilesian 
corps, one Saxon army corps, two Bavarian 
army corps, one Wurtemburg and one Baden 
division, united under one corps commander, 
and seven landwher divisions. There re- 
main in the whole of Germany, under arms 
and available to replace losses of the armies 
in France, and who do police and guard duty 
and maintain order in the country, no more 
than 250,000 men. 

A special from Bologne sends official state- 
ments from Tille, Rouen, Tours and Lyons, 
of the actual force now in the field to resist 
invasion ; it consists of 475,000 men with 
an ,enciente at Paris ot 90,000 men. This 
forms part of the regular troops with Bazaine 
at Metz and Thionville, and 170,000 regular 
troops outside of Paris and Metz. Besides 
these the Government has distributed arms 
to 852,000' men throughout the Provinces. 
Bourbeki, who has full possession of the 
plans and intensions of Marshall bazaine and 
Gen. Trecba, has been appoin.ed commander 
of all forces in the north-west of France not 
under the command of Marshull Bazaine, and 
he bas left Tours for Tille, to take command 
of his troops. He expressed the firmest con- 
fidence in the ability of the French armies to 
assume the offensive, on a general scile, 
withiu a very ew weeks, and the inevitable 
defeat; if not destruction, of the German 
armies in France. 

Versaities, Oct. 18, via Bentiy, Oct. 19.— 
Official advices trom Epinal announce that 
the new Freneh corps which arrived there a 
few days ago has fled. Some of the troops 
went to Belfort, but the greater part went to 
ward Dijon, by rail. 

The Prussians occupy?Versoul, capital of 
the Department of Haute-Saone, 27 mile 
from Bisancon. 

Tours, Oct, 19.—Melun was occapied by 
Franc-Tireurs on the )7th, after defeating 
the Prussian detacbiment which occupied the 
town. 

The Prussians have exacted heavy contri- 
butions from Obormes and Sur Moselle, De- 
partment of Vosges, near Epina!l, and 
threaten the towns with destruction in case 
of refusal, 

Large bodies of troops continue to pass 
through Tours, from tbe south of France, on 
the way to the scene of the expected battle 
on the Loire. 

The Prossians are still encamped at Bella- 
eir, between Menny and Stoye. 


Lonpox, Oct. 19.—The Vienna correspond- 
ent of the Standard says.it is generally be- 
lieved that Prussia would now gladly accept 
any intervention which would tend to relieve 
her from a winter campaign. Prussia has 
encountered immense difficulties in provid- 
ing clothing, shelter, and supplies, and 
much stress is laid on Bismarck’s repudia- 
tion of the crime of prosecuting the war. It 
is now said that Thiers never asked the 
neutral powers for any intervention further 
than was necessary to sustain some form of 
Government in France. 

Correspondents at Versailles sre unsni- 
mous in the belief that a general bomberd- 
ment will not be opened for at least a fort- 
night, or antil every gun is in position. 

The expected battle of Orleans has oc- 
curred. After hours of defence of the city, 
the French fied. They left the town so pre- 
cipitately that they bad not time to blow up 
the bridge over the Loire, which had been 
mined, The forces engaged were about 
equal. No further particulars received. 

At Tival, yesterday, 38,000 Germans en- 
countered 8,000 French, mostly Mobiles. 
After a short combat, the French were de- 
feated and driven off. : 

The Germans are now fed from supplies 
captured in Normandy and st Orleans. Rail- 
road communication to the Rhine has been 
fully restored. Provisions are coming for- 
ward from Germany. 

Dispatebes from Chatindun 18th, morning 
says: The Prussians have just began to shell 
the town. 

Bavsezts, Oct. 19—The Belginm Govern- 
ment bas sent Prussia 50,000 Germans who 
were expelled from France. They will be 
forwarded to Herbeshall at the expense of 
the Belgian Government. 

50,000 rounds of ammunition were found in 
Soissons. The bombardment lasted 4 days 
as before reported. Much surprise 18 ¢x- 
pressed that s more vigerous: defence was 
not made. It is said that the people of the 
city insisted on capitulation. 

At Tille itis thought the surrender was 
due to treachery and brought about by Bona- 


artists.
